Ing fish only uniU It Is done Iruures 
lis ■ being molit nnd lender and 
brings oul its delicate Havoi 
Creaming Is Popolar 
One of the most read Uy- accepted 
sys of serving fish Is creamed— 
especially when It's coupled with 
another well-lllted food. Served In 
postry shells or over hot baking' 
powder blieulls, with plmlento 
oUvea or hard-cooked cgK added, 
usually makes a hit. If you i 
uilns home-coob^ rather than 
canned fliJi for auch » dish. It' 
vtW (o remember that one pound ot 
nllcLi will make about two cups 
Ilakcd cooked lljh. 

AIiuMt more lhaii any other food, 
ruh that Is fried, Bjiutccd or broiled 
needs Esmbhlng. I know peopli 
who go Into frcnrJes If fish cooked 
hi this way and served without 

Is uimccompanled by a wedge 
ol lemon. Since there ore so many 
garnbhes ihot "so with" fish It's 
usually not hard to find something 
In the relrlgerator to occompany 
It Here ore botic ot the gamlshu 
that make fish most attractive and 
.ore .most popular; fortunately there 
ro alwaj-s a few of thenj Jn seas 
I matter what Ihe time of year. 

Greens for Gamlsh 
When It comes to something 
green, parsley and watercress head 
the list, nut do you know tho little 
professional trick ot using these 
garnishes? Hide tlie atems. Tuck 
them In under tlie fish and let only 
the curly jrcen head ot tho parsley 
and-the bright smooth green of the 
watercress leaves shwn on the plot- 
ter. 

Orecn pepper and cucumbers are, 
\ course, the other two green vege- 
tables that do R-orlds for tlsh. Both 
of them not only odd color but give 
good texture contrast with their 
crunchlness. They ore most attrac- 
tive for gomlshlng when cut In thin 
rings. 

\Vhen garnishing wltJi that other 
primary color, red, tomatoes and 
radishes aro -faTorltes. If you are a 
window-pot jardener you may have 
some chives or basil to chop finely 
ond sprinkle over the tomato slices. 
Or dribbled with a llttlo olive oU 
and basil vinegar, seasoned with 
salt and freshly-ground peppei 
these tomslD slices make any plain 
fish dish tosto vQDdBrful. Serve 
radlshly whole or slice thorn thinly 
to circle a fish platter along with a 
leafy green. 

East Llkea Sauces „ 
In the east many people like tar- 
tar sauce— mayonnaise mixed with 
chopped pickle and sometimes other 
aeasonhigs— wllh fish tlUeta; others 
reser\-e It for seafood such aa scal- 
1 .or shrimp. An Interesting use 
tartar sauce with broiled fUh 
U given In the foUowmg recipe— and 
the results are shown In the ac- 
companying photograph. The 
brotlcd-on sauco gives the fllleU one 
Mt bcouiltul golden-brown 
toppings I liove ever seen. EmaU 
broiled new potatoes sprinkled with 
chopped parsley complete the pic. 
ture. ,

How to Park on a Hill 



When parking on a hill, turn the front wheels so that the car will mo 
into the curb — instead of away from the curb — in case it should start 
to roll. Also leave the gears in reverse to prevent the car from 
moving if the parking brake is released acddcntally. 




to Start in Mud 



"When starting in tnud or sand, use 'almost the same method as in 
starting on ice or slippery snow. Put the car in second gear — or evea 
in high — and release the clutch pedal slowly so as nbt to spin the 
wheels. When stalled in deep sand, tracuon may be increased by 
letting a little air out of the rear tires — but don't forget to rclnflate 
them immediately thereafter- 



How to Get Back on Road 




When one wheel runs off the pavement, the natural inclinarion is to 
turn the car quickly back on the road again, or to jam on the brakes. 
Ncitiicr method Is safe unless you are driving very slowly. A better 
way is to take the foot off the accelerator, hold the wheels straight 
and allow the car to tlow down gradually until it can be brought 
back into the road easily — wUbout jar or sway. 

The same is true in the case of a rire blow-out. We seem insdnc* 
tively inclined to jam on the brakes when a tire "blows," whereas the 
proper thing to do is just to hold the car steady until it coasts down to 
a more moderate speed — and then use the brakes getjtly until the 
car stops.
